He thought it was not impoa- 
sible that tho: Dominions might 
wish to be .hoard on the mattor 
of the protocol before a final 
conclusion was roagfied.

Striking examplos of the an- 
omalics of Britain's oloctoral 
xystem aro contained in detailed 
figures of the last Gonoral Elec- 
tion which have como to hand by 
mail, Theso, whilst in no wise 
disposing of tho fact ‘hat the 
country gave an unmistakoablo 
vordict against anything savour- 
ing of Communism or Socialism, 
certainly mako it clear that 
existing methods of choosing 


‘|Mombors of Parlismont leava 


much to bo dosirod, iu tho mattor 
of proouring a true and pro- 
portionate reflection of popular 
opinion. 


- Ono most interesting fact dis- 
olosad is that Labour polled the 
highost voto in history, adding 
something like a million and a 
half to tho figure of the previous 
General Election, Tho Lihorals 
lost an almost equal numbor of 
votes. Thoso figures havo an 
added significanco when com- 
parod with the Parliamentary 
results. Tho Consorvatiyos gain- 
od some two million votes, which 
gavo them no fewor than 160 
mora mombors; Labour, in spito 
of thair voting gains, lost ovor 
sixty seats; whilst the Liberals, 


| who: lost a million and a half 


votes, had thelr Parliamentary 
strongth reduced by about 120, 
Lot us put it in another form. 
The combined Liboral and Labour 
voto camo to oight and o half 
millions, and is reprosonted in 
tho House of Commons by only 
two hundrod mombera; whilst 
thé’ Conservative voters, num- 
boring sevon and o_ half 
millions, now have four hundred 
soats in Parliament. It is clear 
from theso figures that a com- 
paratively alight shift ‘in tho 
popular voto has caused o 
drastic ohango in tho political 
complexion of the House. 


As to tho romody for theso 
anomalios, it is not oasy to dis- 
cover the best moans, Pro- 
portional ropresontation would, 
of courso, moot tha case, but 
this eystom is so complox and 
puzzling that wo doubt whothor 
it would be proporly underatood 
and oporated bythe avorngo 
votor.

Britain and the Sovict. 


Dospito tho turning down 
of tha Anglo-Soviot trontios, 
Britain dosiros normal intorcourso 
with Russia, oa arranged after 
tho signing of tho trado agroemont 
of two yoaors ago. That item of 
policy was ono of the more im- 
portant outlined in the King's 
spocch, and - it aroused tho 
Labour Ioador's sarcasm, But 
thoro is nothing pacullar about the 
Conservative Govornmont doxir- 
ing to trado with tlio Soviot, and 
koop on friendly torms, without 
going so far as to ongago in o 
troaty which would involvo ex- 
posuro to "Rod" propaganda. 
We can bo on “good terms with 
tho prosont Russian Govornmont 
without taking them to our bosam. 
It is intorosting to note from 
Homo papers to hand that Mr. 


‘Baldwin's policy was forashadow- 


od moro than a month ago. Thore 
was thon oa widosprood undor- 
standing that the Consorvative 
Govornmont would wish to keep 
friendly with Russia somo- 
how, without going the lengths 
contamplated by. the Labour 
Tho whole mattor, 
{ndecd, resolves itsolf into 
ono of’ pounds, shillings and 
ponoo, rathor than.one of senti- 
montal ovortures to tho. Bol- 
shevists. Tho Baldwin Cabinet 
ia likely to bo influonced by tho 


yroat financial intorosts, ‘whioh]* 


dosire some form of troaty with 
Russia that can protact, or oven 
fostor, British trade. . This samo 
influence could bo detected behind 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, but his 
oxtromist wing mado him go too 
for. With.tho prosont, Govern- 
mont it wilt bo a question. of 
mutual commercial concossions— 
and nothing more.” 

Domestic Refornis, 

Among the subjecta-doalt with 
in tho King’s speoch is that of 
housing, o burning topic at Homo, 
and ono.of tho directions in which 
the Labour Governmont failed to 
maintain thoir promises to tho 
electorate concerned. Now wo 
have ao definito promiso — of 
vigorous roform, Connected with 
this is the uncmploymont problem, 
that ovorpresont thorn in ‘the 


side of tho administration. Sir]. 


Robort Horne, who was excluded 
from the prosent Cabinet, made a 
epooch only recontly, dovoid of 
any traco of resentmont, in which 
ho warned tho Govornmont that 
it should attempt to solve thoso 
domestic problems immediatoly. 
Boing out of tho Ministry ho 
could hit the nail on tho head: 
Ho declared that the Labour 
unions thomsolves woro largely 
responsible for unomploy mont. 
Ho pointed out that theory were 
effoctive housing sohomes under 
consideration whioh could absorb 
thousands of the unomployed; 
butin cach of thoso schomes a 
cortain amount of skilled labour 
was nocossary, and there was o 
shortage of that for tho simplo 
reason that trado unions con- 
trolled this class of workor by 
not taking appronticos, undor tho 
dolusion that by rostricting the 
numbor of trained men thoy could 
obtain constant work for thom. 
This will bo one feature of tho 
coming tussle between the Con- 
sorvativos and Labour, In .con- 
cluding these commontg, itis In- 
toropting to noto that Mr, Ramsay 
MacDonald himself wos oware 
of the menace of too highly or- 
ganised trado unions, and novor 
woe on the bost of -torms with 
tho Labour loaders who put trpdo 
unionism above thoir party.
